Tbe proposition made to the board 
is one that shows the company is not 
after money. 
The company agrees to erect a plant 


for the manufacture of glass bottles, 
fruit 
jars etc. that 
will 
em- 


plov 50 men and 
have a month- 


ly payroll of $4,uOO. 
the 
contract 
to remain in force ten years. 
The 
plant is not to be shut- down except 
for strikes and during time of panic. 
The board is to give the company a 
site and -S-5,000 when tbe plant, is com- 
pleted and in operation to the satis- 
faction of tbe board. If the company, 
within 14 months erects a duplicate 
factory, employing the same number 
of men and having the same pay roll, 
the board agree*';ogive the company 
an additional 85.000.

ing is 
to be 
commenced witb- 


iu 
30 
days after 
the 
contract 
is signed and completed at tbe earli- 
est possible date. The plant is to be 
located on the old rolling mil! Site in 
the board of trade second addition. 
Other details of the contract nave 
not been worked out but, DO time will 
oe lost iu arranging matters so the 
company can begin work at once. 
It'is learned that the gentlemen in- 
terested in the project are reliaW" 
and financially responsible. 
They 
see a good opening in the 
glass 


business 
and 
want 
to 
en- 
ter 
the 
field 
and 
establish 
a market while the country is pros- 
perous. They do not care so much 
for a bonus, but as one of them put it 
they are willing to take a little finan- 
cial belp. They have ine money to 
build the plant as shown by tbe clause 
in the agreement that the tonus is 
not to be paid until tbe factory is in 
operation. That they expect to keep 
it in operation is proved by the clause 
wherein they agree to forfeit all rights 
if they break the agreement. 
In discussing the -project with a 


member of the-board of trade one of 
tbe gentlemen said it was his inten- 
tion to enter tbe glass manufacturing 
business for life and he wanted a pood 
location. Tiae shipping facilities in 
Oisbocton pleased him. and he admir- 
ed the town. The roiling mill site 
would answer every purpose, and 
within 16 miles of Coshocton is a bed 
of sand that can be used in the man- 
ufacture 
of bottles 
and 
jars.

JOHN LOST HIS JOB 


Turnkey Stecle Pot to tbe Sword By Colum- 


bus Officials. 


John Steele, at one 
time a well 


known resident of Coshocton, but for 
a number years connected with the 
police department o* Columbus, has 
lost his position as turnkey of the 
cilv prison, 
•'The charges against Steele in the 


letter of dismissal, which was banded 
tiim Motday morning by Superinten- 
dent Tyler" are immorality, conduct 
unbecoming an officer and employe 
and unfitncss." says the St'tte JmmiaL 
It is understi od that more specific 
clwges will be filed later. 
-'The dismissal of Steele was not 


unexpected. Several day ago the offi- 
cer applied for his vacation and it was 
granted him. Later the perarsssion 
was withdrawn, almost at the last 
hour, and no reasons were given. This 
convinced the members of the depart- 
ment that a heavier blow was to fol- 
low. Steele will tight his dismissal 
and has already applied to the civil 
service commission for a hearing." 
Steele was appointed guard in tbe 
penitentiary from Cosbocton and nas 
a. wide acquaintance in the criminal 
classes. He became a resident- of Col- 
umbus and Mayor Swartz made him a 
detective. His dismissal has caused 
considerable comment in police Cir- 
ces. Politics is generally believed to 
be at the bottom of it.

Fire at the foundry of W. H. King 
this morning destroyed the building 
oo upied by the liuishicg department, 
uiai-y valuable patterns,some machin- 
ery &nd seriously damaged the main 
building. Tbe loss is put at about 
*7,000 without a dollar of insurance. 


When the machinists left the Dyser 


machine shops at midnight they saw 
no MKn of a blaze, and Electrician Me 
Farland, of the light company, is con- 
fident ail was dark at the foundry 
when he chanced to be m that vicin- 
ity two hours later. There had uetu 
no fire in the finishing department- 
during the day. in fact there was no 
store there and no arrangement bad 
been made for heating the place. Tte 
engine had been running early in tb c 
day, but it had been stopped and the 
tire allowed to die out. Wuen the em- 
ployes left the plant at 8:3U o'c-wck 
there was no fire in the baiiiiing. 


It was 2:30 o'clock when Joun El- 
son saw a blaze at the foundry, and 
immediately trave tbe alarm, lie bad 
some difficulty in rousing tbe people, 
and in running fell in such manner 
as to painfully injure his knee. 
A 
crowd gathered at the foundry, and 
the hose companies 
responded as 


quickly as possible. There was an 
abundance of water, but the fire had 
gained headway before the hose com- 
panies 
arrived 
and 
tbe 
build- 


ing could not- be saved. 
The ruaiu 


building was kept well drenched, but 
in spile of that the joists were badly 
cbarreu. and it—is damaged so that a 
complete overhauling will be neces- 
sary 
The engine room 
was also 


burned. 
The greater part-of Mr. King's ianre 
stock of patterns was stored in the 
finishing department, aud they were 
destroyed or so badly damaged as to 
be useless. They represent the work 
of 3ti years and the stock of the Kos- 
coe foundry which Mr. King purchas- 
ed a number of years ago. The pj.t-1 
terns were being overhauled, and a 
few were in the warers>om. 
They 


were saved. Mr. King was making 
furnaces for a Freepori man and the 
work was being rushed. It is suspend- 
ed as the patterns were destroyed. 


M r. King's loss is totai as he carried 


no insurance. The building destroyed 
must be replaced, and ijj will take 
some time to put the main building 
in good coniition. The patterns rep- 
resent a large part of tbe loss, and it- 
require a long time to replace 
them. Among them were the repair 
parts for 430 different kinds of stoves. 
The patterns for seven heating stoves 
were also destroyed. 
Mr. Kicg has 


the_ sympathy of the entire communi- 
ty in his loss.

interest In the farm. 
The sons ran 


the farm, but the father says that 
Leon would do no work, claiming all 
the time that he was ill. Last July 
Leea left home, saying that he was 
going west, and S70 was advanced him 
npon his interest in the farm. Shortly 
afterwards waldeek. the oldest broth- 
er, received a letter from fcim in Fort 
Wayne. Ind. Nothing more was heard 
from Leon until August, when he 
wrote Waideck asking that §10 be 
sent him at West Seneca, this county, 
in the name of Frank Snider. Tho 
brother sent it. ani he now exp:.iins 
that he thought tV.t Snider was the 
name under wLich his brother was 
•working. 


Great sorrow was expressed by the 


thr<»e because of the disgrace which 
Leon has brought upon the family. 
They claim that they know nothing 
about his anarchistic views; that they 
never knew of his reading anarchist 
papers, and that they were ignorant 
of his membership in any anarchist 
societies.

A new electric brake is sho\rn on a 


stanuaru trolley car truck with 3S 
horsepower motors.

The power 
to work the brake is generated by the 
motors. The brake consists of two 
plates, one of which is fired to the axle 
snti revolves with the wheel.

AS TO POISONED BULLETS. 


la discussing the question 


or not the bullets used by tbe 
Czolgosz were poisoned Dr. Xathu T. 
Beers, Jr., of Brooklyn recently recall- 
ed an interesting experiment made by 
army surgeons aad bacteriologists to 
determine the chances of a bullet car- 
rying UsfVotion, 


"The bacillus prodigiosns," be aald 


to a reporter of the New York Sun, 
"was chosen for the experiment be- 
cause* of its singular cbjruinogeulc pow- 
er. 
This practically harmless germ 


when iuoc-uiared upon a piece of boiled 
potato and allowed to stand in a mod- 
erate temperature for a day had shown 
its presence by a bright red spot. 


"For tiie purpose of the bullet te*t a 


flat tin can was filled with cooked 
Luushvd iK>tatoes and placed behind a 
piece of amir blanket which had been 
saturated with a pure culture of the 
germ. Then a marksman Bred through 
the blanket into the can. using both 
hisrb and low speed firearms. Before the 
test the tin can, the rifle and the am- 
munition were thoroughly cleansed and 
disinfected. 


••The idea was that a bullet passing 


through the blanket would be coated 
with a culture of the germ, and eren 
though the amount retained on the bal- 
let's surface was innnitesimallv small 
it would be sufficient to start a colony 
in the potato, 


"*After the shooting the can of po- 


tatoes was placed in an incubator and 
left long enough for the germ to de- 
velop. The results shown were that 
all of the low velocity bullets—such as 
were fired at President McKinley—had 
become 
infected 
in their passage 


through the blanket and their track in 
the potato was finely delineated by a 
red growth. 


"The tracks left by the high velocity 


bullets fired from the Krag-Jorgensen, 
the Martini-Henry and the Mauser 
rifles were clean and uneotored. This 
showed conclusively that with the high 
velocity arms the flight of the ballet, 
more than 2.000 feet a second, was ao 
rapid that enough heat was generated 
by the air friction on the surface of 
the bullet to burn off any bacteria that 
lodged on it- This also explains inci- 
dentally how so many of our soldiers 
in the Spanish war recovered from 
wounds made by the bullets from the 
high velocity Mauser rifles, which, had 
they been fired from the old fashioned 
rifles used in the rebellion, would hare 
carried death from infection. 


"Before taking it for granted that 


Czolgosz used poisoned bullets consid- 
eration must be given to the fact that 
germs existed in both the president^ 
clothing and the waterproofing grease 
of the cartridge. An expert bacterio- 
logical examination is necessary to 
determine whether there was present 
some virulent germ 'which could not 
have existed naturally in the grease of 
the cloth." 


WAS A FRIEN D OF THE BOERS 


Mr. Van der Hoocht P«j-» m Trtbvtv 


te the Dead President. 


A touching tribute toTJCcKinley has 


been paid by 31r. Van der Hoocht, the 
unofficial representative of the Boer 
interests in "Washington, says the Chi- 
cago News. Mr. Van der Hoocht says: 


"I know that President McKinley 


was a friend of the struggling repub- 
lics in South Africa. During his life- 
time it was impossible to state many 
of his kindly offices in their behalf, but 
as a tribute to a gentle and beneficent 
man i feel free to relate a few personal 
reminiscences. 


"When President Kruger dispatched 


his circular telegram to the powers of 
the world, President McKinley was 
the first to take action and to suggest 
his diplomatic good offices to Great 
Britain. The world knows the text of 
the formal note delivered, but very few 
know that President McKinley was In 
constant and personal correspondence 
with Embassador Choate during the 
progress of negotiations. 


"When Great Britain refused the In- 


dividual intervention of the United 
States. President McKinley took an. ex- 
traordinary step and directed Embas- 
sador Choate to inquire of Lord Salis- 
bury if a joint request from the pow- 
ers would be acceptable to Great Brit- 
ain. I know that in this connection he 
also consulted continental embassador* 
at Washington. The reply to this ex- 
traordinary suggestion was in the neg- 
ative 
President McKinley could do 


no more. 


"While pressure was being exercised 


upon the president to induce him to In- 
augurate a vigorous policy I had an In- 
terview with him. and ia a most 
gracious manner he explained his 
course and went so far as to show me 
his personal correspondence and tele- 
granjs. That he was sincere and ear- 
nest was certain."
